T h e Dingley bill seeks to increase 
the profits of the protected manu 
facturers; but with any kind of a 
tariff the 
farmers of the United 
States will still constitute the chief 
consumers 
of 
manufactured pro 
ducts, and the farmer must depend 
upon Europe as a market for his 
supplies. 
Now it, as r'- ms likely, 
the Dingley bill causes retaliatory 
legislation on the pan of Europe, 
and the farmer's foreign market is 
destroyed, his income is reduced 
and he, in a measure, ceases to 
become a consumer of home pro­ 
ducts. 
If this is the case the fac­ 
tories and mills cannot remain in 
operation, and the millions who de 
pend 
upon 
their 
labor for their 
daily bread will suffer. 
When ihe 
manufacturers are protected in such 
a manner as to destroy the foreign 
market for agricultural 
products, 
they will lose more by the contrac­ 
tion in home trade than they can 
hope to gam by excluding foreign 
®^®^^handise that is sent here in ex­ 
change for American products.

the change from a republican ma­ 
jority of 40 to a democratic major 
ity of 250. 


S e n a t o r C ha n d l e r 
proposes that 
the secretary of the treasury be au- 
thorized 
to 
issue 
$50, 000, 000 in 
treasury notes, to run three years 
and bear three per cent, interest, to 
be used 
to 
meet the anticipated 
treasury deficit. 
But why compel 
the people to pay interest on this 
loan? The government has the right 
to issue full legal tender treasury 
notes redeemable at the pleasure of 
government, and they will be gladly 
accepted as money without interest. 


A TAX upon incomes is the fairest 
that could be levied; it is placed 
upon wealth in proportion to its 
productive capacity and therefore 
cannot be burdensome. 
But, by a 
proceeding that was, to say the least, 
open to suspicion, the United States 
supreme court overthrew well es­ 
tablished precedents, and exempted 
wealth from taxation by declaring 
the income tax law null and void. 
And yet well-meaning men wonder 
why the supreme court has become 
unpopular. 


G e n t l e m e n who travel over the 
public roads are emphatic in the 
opinion that the graders should be 
put 
to 
work 
and 
the 
roadbeds 
rounded and smoothed up at once. 
They claim that if the work is done 
now the spring rains and the sum­ 
mer travel will cause the roadbed to 
become 
smooth 
and hard packed 
and that the thoroughfares will re­ 
main in good 
order 
for mouths, 
whereas if the grading is done later 
there will be a bed of dust all sum­ 
mer and of mud when the fall rains 
come. 


THE TREATY FAILS. 
. 
The senate yesterday by a vote 
of 43 to 26 refused to ratify the 
general arbitration treaty with Eng­ 
land. 


It required the affirmative action 
of two thirds of the senate to ratify 
the treaty, and the vote it receiver 
was four short of that number. 
While the American people favor 
the principle of arbitration in the 
settlement of 
most 
disputes, the 
senate will be endorsed in its re­ 
fusal to agree 
to 
this particular 
treaty. 


It is not a rejection of the prin­ 
ciple of arbitration, but is rather an 
avoidance of what might become an 
entanglinsg alliance with one of the 
great powers of Europe. 
It leaves this country and Eng­ 
land free to arbitrate any differ­ 
ences that may arise in the future 
and which are proper subjects for 
arbitration, but does not bind this 
country to submit what may be re­ 
garded as matters of vital principle 
and national honor to the decision 
of an arbitration board a majority 
of 
which 
may be 
composed 
of 
those who do not believe in popular 
government. 
The 
United States government 
has pursued the policy of attending 
strictly to its own business in the 
past, and such a policy on the part 
of the strongest 
nation on earth 
precludes the necessity for general 
arbitration treaties. 
We want nothing that belongs to 
England, and we are abundantly 
able to protect what belongs to us. 


I t is charged that young Sickles, 
McKinley's new secretary of lega­ 
tion at Madrid, is a violent partisan 
of Spain; that his mother was a 
Spanish woman, he was educated in 
that country, can speak the English 
language only imperfectly, 
and is 
more of a Spaniard than he is an 
American. 
Any little assistance he 
can give Spain ia “ putting down the 
rebellion" in Cuba, will, of course, 
be cheerfully given. 
This appoint­ 
ment, under the circumstances, is 
bitterly opposed by the friends of 
Cuba in this country.
